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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment was received on 1 1/7/2006, and has been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 4, 6, 8 and 10 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks 1 1/7/2006 [page 4, line 9 - page 5, line 16] 
and Remarks 6/19/2006 [page 4, line 19 - page 5, line 15]), filed 1 1/7/2006, with 
respect to claims 4, 6, 8 and 10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 4, 6, 8 and 10 have been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 4, 6, 8 and 10 are allowed. 

Referring to claims 4, 6, 8 and 10, the innovative limitation that distinguishes the 
Applicant's claim is the job creation module creating at least one daughter job after the 
execution of the mother jobs wherein daughter jobs are copies of the already 
executed mother jobs (emphasis added and see Remarks 1 1/7/2006 [page 4, line 9 - 
page 5, line 16] and Remarks 6/19/2006 [page 4, line 19- page 5, line 15]).

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Ferlitsch (U.S. Pre-Grant Publication No. 2006/0044595) discloses a method for 
imaging job monitoring and pipelining N plural, parallel, different imaging jobs between a 
client device and a selected imaging device, where each such job, in relation to its 
execution, is characterizable by N sequential processing states and includes creating a 
main thread (e.g. mother job) associated with the selected imaging device, enabling 
spawning, with respect to such created main thread, of up to a total of N child threads 
(e.g. daughter jobs) each relating to a different job, and utilizing up to a total of N such 
spawned child threads which are associated with the main thread, implementing parallel 
job processing (see Abstract).
